A  one  day  Dental  Clinic  was  held  on  June  5th, 
sponsored  by  the  local  Red  Cross  with  Dr.  Deneault  in 
attendance.  A  summary  of  the  clinic  shows  that  16 
pupils  were  treated  with  a  total  of  49  operations.  We 
expect  to  have  another  clinic  in  the  late  spring.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Bo^ard  and  Citizens  of  Freedom : 

The  school  year  ending  June  30,  1947  was  historic 
in  New  Hampshire  education.  During  this  year 
twelve  Lay-Professional  Councils  of  thirty-six  members 
each  on  a  'state  wide  basis,  were  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  studying  New  Hampshire  schools  and 
ladvising  on  their  program.  These  432  members  and 
hundreds  of  guests  studied  the  purposes  and  curriculum 
of  elementary,  secondary,  adult,  higher,  and  vocational 
education  in  the  state;  policies  on  cooperation  among 
school  districts;  financial  policies;  and  the  responsi- 
bility of  local,  state  and  federal  ^agencies  for  the  welfare 
of  the  educational  system  of  our  state.  The  conclus- 
ions of  the  twelve  committees  were  coordinated  in  a 
single  report  and  published  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  This  report  is  an  outstanding  contribution 
to  the  field  of  education  and  should  be  read  by  every 
citizen. 

One  of  the  most  important  outcomes  of  this  work 
was  the  stimulus  to  greater  cooperation  between 
citizens,  parents  and  members  of  the  profession.  Our 
schools  would  benefit  greatly  by  similar  projects  on  a 
local  scale.  This  is  being  done  in  two  districts  through 
recently  formed  Parent  -  Teacher  Associations. 

Of  primary  importance  was  an  act  by  the  1947 
Legislature  whereby  state  aid  was  increased  to 
$2,000,000.00.  Most  of  our  towns  benefitted  materially 
by  this,  with  a  consequent  relief  of  real  estate  taxation. 

But  the  problems  of  our  schools  never  cease.  A 
marked  increase  in  school  population  in  most  towns, 
increases  in  cost  in  all  departments,  and  the  scarcity  of 
qualified  teachers  raise  important  questions  that 
demand  the  serious  consideration  of  every  citizen.  In 
your  schools  today  are  your  future  selectmen,  repre- 
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sentatives,  school  board  members,  doctors,  lawyers, 
teachers,  land  merchants.  They  must  be  adequately 
trained  to  discharge  the  responsibilities  on  the  local, 
state  and  national  level  that  you  now  bear. 

Teachers  for  the  year  were  Mrs.  Olive  Eldridge, 
grades  one  to  four  and  Mrs.  Ethel  Ramsdell,  grades 
five  to  eight.  The  same  teachers  are  continuing  during 
the  current  year.  Both  teachers  are  efficient  and 
very  thorough  in  the  work.  During  the  cold  months 
hot  lunches  are  served  to  the  pupils.  This  is  an 
important  contribution  to  the  health  and  growth  of 
elementary  pupils.  The  greater  part  of  the  burden 
falls  upon  the  teachers  and  they  are  to  be  commended 
for  their  interest  and  effort. 

The  cost  of  education  is  an  item  important  to  every 
community.  Probably  the  most  reliable  index  of  the 
effort  made  by  a  community  to  provide  education  for 
the  children  is  the  amount  spent  per  $1000.00  of  equal- 
ized valuation.  The  latest  report  available  shows  the 
lowest  such  cost  in  New  Hampshire  to  be  $3.73,  and 
the  highest  of  the  240  districts  $32.41.  The  cost  in 
Freedom  was  $11.01.  Numbering  the  district  having 
the  lowest  cost  as  No.  1,  and  the  highest  cost  No.  240 
finds  Freedom  numbered  69.  The  median  cost  shown 
by  district  No.  120  was  $14.59.  This  gives  a  means  of 
comparing  the  cost  with  that  of  other  communities  in 
this  state. 

The  Freedom  School  is  in  great  need  of  more 
adequate  play  space.  Level  space  on  the  school 
grounds  is  very  small  and  entirely  inadequate  for  the 
active  games  that  are  so  important  in  providing  the 
exercise  and  recreation  so  important  to  the  proper 
physical  and  social  development  of  the  growing  child. 
Provision  of  good  playground  space  should  receive  your 
thoughtful  consideration. 

The  cordial  and  helpful  cooperation  of  members  of 
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the  School  Board,  teachers,  parents,  citizens,  and  pupils 
makes  my  work  in  Freedom  a  pleasure.
